New York, Nov. 24.— John D. Rocke­ 
feller, in a statement given out here, 
replied to the charges made by the 
M erritt brothers before the Stanley 
steel investigating committee regard­ 
ing the method used by Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler in securing control of the Mesabi 
ore mines and the Duluth, Missabe and 
Northern railroad, pointing out that 
these eharges were denied under oath 
as long ago of 1895 in litigation over 
the Lake Superior Consolidated Iron 
mines. 
He furthermore submits the text of 
t paper bearing the date of Jan. 22. 
1897, to which are attached the names 
of Alfred and Leonidas M erritt and 1 
"a ll the other members of the fam ily,” I 
declaring 
themselves 
satisfied 
that • 
neither Mr. Rockefeller nor his agents 
committed fraud or made misrepresen- I 
tations in the manner in question. 
Mr. Rockefeller then sets forth what 
he says are "the facts with regard to 
the loans” to which the M erritts testi­ 
fied and denies that the loans in ques­ 
tion were ever called by him. 
The 
statement is as follows: 
"In the m atter of the evidence of the 
M erritt brothers before the Stanley 
committee in Washington. D. C., re­ 
flecting upon John D. Rockefeller in 
connection with some ore and railroad 
properties on the Mesabi range, Mr. 
Rockefeller authorizes 
the following 
statem ent-

Rockefeller and Mr. Gates, in connec­ 
tion with the Lake Superior Consoli­ 
dated Iron mines, and that they were 
deprived of their interests in that com­ 
pany by mean« of a loan made them 
by Mr. Rockefeller of $420,000 which 
he called during the panic of 1892, all 
of which statements were denied un- i 
der oath in the United States court at 
the trial of the litigation in 1895, it 
would bo absurd to try in the news­ 
papers at this late date the Issues in 
that case. 
“ The facts with regard to the loan 
were as follows:

loans 
aggregating 
$420,000 
were made by Mr. Rockefeller in vari­ 
ous amounts during the summer ot 
1893. 
Mr. Rockefeller never called 
these loans. 
In February, 1894, the 
M erritt 
brothers. 
b* ing pressed 
by 
other creditors, applied to Mr. Rocke­ 
feller for further assistance. 
Instead 
of calling his loan, as they charge, he 
furnished them an additional sum of 
$480,000. 
They sold him 90,000 shares 
of stock at $10 a share, amounting to 
$900,000, the several members of the 
fam ily contributing different [>roi»or- 
tions. 
For one-half of this, more than 
enough to cover his loan to them, lie 
gave to each of them an option to re­ 
purchase in a year at the price that 
they had sold it to him, with 6 per 
cent interest. 
"P rio r to the expiration of the year 
Alfred M erritt, one of the brothers, 
who testified before the committee, 
brought suit against Mr. Rockefeller 
and he and several of the others never 
endeavored to exercise the option. An­ 
other brother and nephew, at the ex­ 
piration of the option, applied for an 
extension of it on their stock, which 
was given, and they subsequently took 
back their stock, amounting to 10,000 
shares, and on the formation of the 
steel corporation sold It to that com­ 
pany."
